The Australian Federation executive will decide this week- 
end whether to send a delegate to the Asian Football Confeder- 


ation’s executive meeting in Seoul, South Korea, 


three days later. 
‘The Japanese FA has urged 
the ASF to be represented at 
the meeting which will discuss 
the Asia-Oceania World Cup 
elit ition rounds, 
Representatives from every 
country in the Asian  sub- 
groups, except North Korea, 
will be in Seoul for the Con- 
federation meeting, which is 
held in conjuction with the 
Asian Youth Tournament. 
Now that Japan, Israel and 
Australia have officially de- 
clined 10 stage a round-robin 
elimination in their countries, 
the matter has been placed 
before the Asian Confeder- 
ation for decision, 
“As FIFA must be ine 
formed of the format and 
procedure of all elimination 
World Cup matches before 
May 31, it is imperative that 
the newly-formed Oceania

ASF secretary Tan Mc- 
Andrew said this week. 
Should the ASF this week- 
end agree to send an official 
to South Korza — and it 
appears almost certain the 
trip will be okayed — he 
will press for home-and-away 
elimination matches to start 
in October this year. 


PROBLEMS 


Australia’s subgroup, which 
includes Japan, South Korea 
and Rhodesia, should present 
no problems as the Rhodesi- 
ans are agreeable to play all 
their matches away this year, 
starting in Australia in mid: 
October. 

The Japanese FA last week 
advised the ASF it was in 
favor of home-and-away ties, 
but so far nothing has been 
heard from South Korea. 

The ASF will suggest that 
Australia meet Japan and 
South Korea in Tokyo and 
Seoul in November this year 
and stage the return fixtures 
in Australia in 1969. 

The other subgroup, with 


North Korea, Israel and New 
Zealand, however, will present 


problems of a geographical 
and political nature because

NEW DEAL MUST COME 
FROM CLUB OFFICIALS 


— By PAUL DEAN — 


With almost half the year gone, it must be painfully obvious to one and all 
that 1968 will again pass without any major progress. 


The ASF, cursed with 
fossilised attitudes and run 
without a true leadership as 
a plebiscite, is incapable of 
meeting the challenges of 
time. 
organisation, no 
matter how you change 
around the people on the 
innumerable sub-committees, 
is constitutionally inade- 
quate. 

Tr cannot think, cannot 
decide, cannot plan and 
cannot execute, 

Its sole function is now 
limited to arranging tours 
by overseas teams (not al- 
ways efficiently) and this, 
from a national organisa-~ 
tion entrusted with the de- 
velopment of the code, is 
shamefully little. 

Quite a few weeks have 
elapsed since the departure 
of Dettmar Cramer from 
Australia and since some 
leading lights in the ASF 
and State Federations en- 
thusiastically declared that 
“this is the man we must 
have.” 


But obviously, nothing 
has been done to get him. 
Cramer's visit will soon 
be forgotten, the memory of 
his warnings and suggest 


ions will fade into total ob- 
livion and Australian soccer 
will plod along the same as 
before; hesitantly, tentat- 
ively, haphazardly. 

This should be primarily 
an ASF matter; the strong, 
dramatic move to obtain 
Cramer's services should 
come from them. 

But the only thing com- 
ing from the ASF is deadly 
silence. 

Closer to home, in Syd- 
ney, “reform moves” also 
exist only in theories. 

From time to time we 
hear of ambitious plans to 
build a stadium or at least 
to start off by acquiring 
land for the purpose. 


NO FACILITIES 


But not an inch of soil 
has been obtained, not a 


dime secured for such a 
project. 
Astonishingly, Sydney 


finds untold millions for all 
kinds of business enterprises 
every week but neither the 
authorities nor the private 
sector is willing to embark 
on giving this city even 
some modest sporting 
facilities,

REFEREES 
TO CONFER 


The two referees’ organi- 
sations are to meet soon 
under the chairmanship of 
a suitable arbitrator to sort 
out the problems of junior 
administration and appoint- 
ments for junior represen- 
tative fixtures, 

This is the result of a 
NSW amateur conference 
last Saturday. 

Whether an arbitrator of 
sufficient calibre is available 
will be a key factor in a 
settlement 

The NSW_ Federation 
recognises the Federation of 
Soccer Referees as the 
State’s refereeing body. 

The NSW Amateurs 
granted affiliation to both 
bodies, 

There can be no question 
of each referees’ association 
including Federation ref- 
erees again being of equal 
standing. 

The Federation referees 
have the wider experience. 

A system of affiliation of 
Sydney and country bran- 
ches to the Federation Ref- 
erees appears the best avail- 
able method. 

The Sydney Associations 
Referees could maintain 
their own organisation, and 
the same could apply to the 
country referees’ associa~ 
tions in each Branch area. 

The Branches could gain 
benefit from the experience 
and rulings of the Federa- 
tion referees, 

At branch and junior 
representative leyel, sub- 
committees from branches 
would handle all appoint- 


5. 

At State and State junior 
championship _ level, ap- 
pointment sub-committees 
could be chaired by Federa- 
tion appointees, aided by a 
sub-committee of top branch 
referees. 

There is no question of 
compromising any referee's 
status, as all strictly speak- 
ing are professional. 

Te is essential that a 
suitable working structure 
with junior appointment 
and technical sub-commit- 
tees be set up without fur- 
ther delay, otherwise further 


time will be lost in dealing 
with machinery tasks, K.G.

Meet the players 


He started on 
the wrong foot

“No, I'll not tell you how I felt,” said Ean Cuthbert, “not 
unless you want me to swear. 


“I had watched a game the 
previous day, and said to 
myself ‘this is going to be 
easier than you thought’. 

“Yet, there I was, flat on 
my back with a broken 
ankle...” 

Ean Cuthbert is a Scot 
from Kilmarnock, and though 
he smiles at the memory now, 
his introduction to Australian 
soccer could hardly have 
been_more. disastrous. 

Playing his first game for 
South Coast United, a mere 
72 hours after stepping off 
the plane, Cuthbert crashed 
to the ground at Mona Park, 
his ankle snapping with a 
crack clearly audible to spect- 
ators in the official enclosure. 

The injury was _ serious 
enough to sideline him for 
the rest of the season. 

Hardly a happy start for 
a fellow who's travelled 
12,000 miles to join a new 
club, in a strange country. 

Cuthbert, 25, came to Aus- 
tralia at the instigation of 
Jim Kelly, whose return as 
coach of South Coast has 
sparked the team’s revival. 

“Jim was on the playing 
staff of Blackpool when I 
joined them from school at 
the age of 16,” Cuthbert re- 
calls. 


“T lost touch with him 
when he came to Australia, 
and I moved on to Stock- 
port, then Crewe Alexandra. 

“Last year, when I heard 
he was back in England, I 
wrote to him asking if ho 
could’ recommend a club. 

“His answer was South 
Coast, and that’s how I come 
to be here,” he said. 

Cuthbert’s career as a pro- 
fessional soccer player in the 
UK provided him with some 
colorful memories. 

He tells, for instance, of 
the day in 1965 when, with 
10 Stockport County” team 
mates, he helped scare the 
daylights out of Bill Shankly's 
Liverpool team in an FA Cup 
match. 

“We met them at Anfield 
before 52,000 people — not a 
huge crowd by English stand- 
ards, admittedly, but plenty to 
the blokes from Stockport. 

“TIL never forget the first 
few minutes when Ian Calla- 
ghan and I met head-on near 
the corner flag, and I was 
bowled over with Callaghan 


on top. 

“As I fell back I saw the 
thousands of faces in The 
Kop, as if in slow motion, it 
seemed. 

“We held them to a one-all 


draw, but lost 3-1 in the re- 
turn match at Stockport. 

“Liverpool went on to win 
the Cup.” 

While at Blackpool, Cuth- 
bert toured Spain during the 
off-season, playing before 
60,000 at Valencia, and also 
played in Blackpool's match 
with Sporting Club of Lisbon. 

“The tour was fantastic,” 
he says, “though I must admit 
I was young and impression- 
able at the time.” 

Cuthbert’s unfortunate de- 
but in Australian soccer has 
not dampened his enthusiasm 
for the country. 

He has settled down well 
on the coast, and will soon 
marry an English girl he met 
and courted in Crewe.
